the police chief. The Rev. Dr W. & 
Abernethy, pastor of Calvary Baptist 
Church, and president of the Citizens 
Service Association for Law and Order 
made the following statement yester- 
day: 

“I find it hard to belleve the charges 
that Representative Blanton has made 
against Maj. Heese. 1 have confidence 
in Maj. Hesse up to this time, and, un- 
til better reasons are given, that confi- 
dence will remain unshaken.” 

Dr. Abernethy’s service association !s 
composed of men and women who have 
volunteered to report violations of the 
prohibition law. The association em 
ploys Harry _N. Douthitt as a field 
agent to actively spy out bootleggers. 

Maj. Hesse, who now is himself ac- 
cused of patronizing a bootlegger, at- 
tended a rally of the Citizens Service 
Association about a year ago and be- 
came so enthused that he picked up & 
hat and took up a cellection with it. 

Hesse Welcomes Inquiry. 

The “Hesse case” will be taken up by 
the District Commissioners some time 
today. 
has jurisdiction over the Police Depart- 
ment, announced Saturday night that 
he would call his colleagues together 
and decide what is to be done. He also 
announced that he had asked Repre- 
sentative Blanton to turn over to him 
nll the affidavits and testimony ob 
tained by the Gibson subcommittee 
welative to Maj.

Maj. Hesse has announced that he 
would welcome an investigation of his 
record, and has challenged Blanton to 
submit his evidence to the Commis- 
sioners. If an investigation of the 
charges against Hesse is made, it will 
be conducted by the Commissioners. 


A complete history of the occupants | 
of the places described by the Texas | 
representative as ‘a wide-open saloon” | 


in the Third Precinct, has been pre- 


pared under the direction of Capt. Ira | 


Sheetz. It will be forwarded to Maj 
Hesse this morning. 

The report will state that two of the 
addresses. mentioned by Blanton in his | 
attack on the police chief are occupied 
by persons who are above suspicion of 
violation of the prohibition laws, At 
one of the addresses mentioned as “a 
wide-open saloon,” the lower floor 1s 
occupied by a plumbing contractor's 
establishment, the upper stories being 
devoted to apartments. 

Thus far Representative Blanton has 
made two sensational speeches in the 
House about the Police Department. On 
Friday he declared that rum runners 
were being “protected” by the police, 
and demanded that a “higher-up” in 
the department be put out of office. He 
mentioned no names at the time The 
next day, however, he accused Maj 
Hesse of drinking in a “regular saloon’ 
at East Capitol and Fifth streets.

One of the bitterest fights in the

Troop Ship Bound for San Francisco From Manila 
Will End Career After 30 Years Service When 
It Reaches Port—Has Great Record. 


The veteran *rmy trou,ship Thomas 
is steaming westward on its last trans- 
pacific run. Bound for San Francisco 
aft~ 30 years’ service, the transport is 
now coming from Mantla. As it passed 
Corregidor Island at the mout* of Ma- 
nila Harbor, six Army planes appeared 
overhead as its final escort of honor, 


accompanying it a short distance out. 

On its last transpacific trip are three 
general officers returning to the United 
State —Maj. Gen. Fred Austin, chief of 
Field Artillery, and Maj. Gens, Edward 
M. Lewis and Francis J. Kernan, re- 
tired. 

On .ts acrival at San Francisco, March 
15, the Thomas will be replaced:.on the 
Sc’ Francisco-Manila run by the Army 
transport Grant. The passing of the 
Thomas takes from Pacific steamship 


through countless typhoons which 
many a weaker vessel could not have 
weathered.

YOUNGSTERS AT FIRST

Woman Housekeeper Had No 
Knowledge of Plan, 
Man Declares.

Chicago, March 4.—George Allen 
Chisholm, 35-year-old Canadian World 
War veteran, after writing a new con- 
fession today in which he told how he 
had drowned two of his three sons in 
the ship canal at East Chicago, Ind., on 


February 6, told the police tonight 
that he would plead guilty and throw 
himself on the mercy of the court in 
the hope of escaping the electric chair. 

The new confession tells how he lured 
George, 9 years old, and Edgar, 8, to the 
water under the pretense of playing a 
game and threw them in because the 
woman who was his housekeeper ob- 
jected to the work of caring for them 

In his first confession Chisholm in- 
sisted that he had persuaded the boys 
to jump into the canal. But after a 
night of questioning he agreed to make 
a truthful statement. Calmly he called 
for pencil and paper and proceeded to 
write what the police say is the strang- 
est document ever written by a father 
telling how he had killed the children

Death to Marauders 


New York, March 4 (A.P.).—Chem- 
istry stands guard over the new 4- 
story 10,000,000-pound vault of the 
Equitable Safe Deposit Co., and any 
nocturnal prowlers who hope to en- 
ter with the aid of an oxy-acety- 
lene cutting flame probably will be 
asphyxiated before they have a 
chance to express their surprise.

But when Chisholm suddenly gave 
George a push and he fell into the wa- 
ter with a splash, the smaller child, 
Edgar, knew that he had been deceived 
by the promises of his father. The fa- 
ther’s written confession told how the 
little fellow cried and tried to get away 
from the water’s edge. The weight at- 
tached to the wire around his waist, 
however, held him to the spot. He 
struggled, but his resistance was in 
vain. A moment later he had been 
pushed off to join his brother in death. 


Screamed as He Fell. 


“Edgar screamed again as I threw him 
in,” supplemented Chisholm. “He fell 
backward and the weight seemed to 
follow him down and hit him on the 
head before he struck the water.” 


That statement, Chief of Police John 
W. Regan said, may explain the absence 
of water in Edgar's lungs. He might 
have been killed by the blow and was 
dead upon immersion. 

Mrs. Helen Lawrence, the 36-year-old 
divorcee, was not implicated by Chis- 
holm in his confession. He bore out 
her contention that she had no guilty 
knowledge of the manner in which he 
disposed of the boys. She thought he 
was taking them to an orphanage, be- 
said. She was released on 81,000 bonds 
ast a material witness. 

Upon completing his confession, Chis- 
holm was led to a cell. In five minutes 
he was sleeping soundly.

Anything short of a statement that 
he would not accept even if nominated 
by acclamation will not materially 
change the situation as it now exists 
with respect to the President’s position. 
He has said he dice not choose to run 
and that did not altogether satisfy 
those who want to see him nominated. 
He has asked that his wishes be re- 
spected and that has not completely 
snuffed ut the draft-Coolidge idea. 


No Finality in Final. 


Now, if he says he would not accept 
if nominated, there will be many who 
will assert that even this decision 1s 
not final because if the party insists 
he will sacrifice his personal desires for 
party good. Charles Evans Hughes has 
said he would not accept if nominated, 
but the Hughes boom has not subsided 
ae a consequence. 

No one who knows the President 
doubts his sincerity when he says he 
does not want the nomination. If the 
Coolidge booms in New York, Illinois 
or Massachusetts begin to assume 6e- 
rious proportions it is expected that 
Coolidge will take steps to squelch 
them so far as he is able, with pro- 
priety, to do so. When delegates at 
the convention begin to cast their 
ballots for Coolidge—and it appears 
certain that such votes will be cast-— 
it is expected that the President wil] 
take cognizance of these facts by as- 
serting that he does not wish to have 
his name incluced itn the list. or he 
may even then deciare that he would 
not accept if nominated. And if there 
is a real deadlock and the move for 
Coolidge becomes a matter of discus- 
sion in every newspaper, the President 
may take more positive steps to elim- 
inate himself.

Gate because of his age and has sup- 
piemented this with a sec@nd an- 
nouncement that he would not accept 
the nomination !f offered. So it would 
seem as if he had taken himself out of 
the picture as completely as possible 
But he remains a dark horse candidate 
nevertheless in the estimation of cer- 
tain groups of politicians who still 
maintain that a man like Hughes is 
imperativel¥ needed to help stem the 
tide against Gov. Smith tn the State o1 
New York. Only President Coolidge or 
Hughes, who was twice elected gover- 
nor of the Empire State, can hope to 
give Smith a battle in New York, these 
politicians declare, adding that they 
must therefore subordinate persona! 
considerations to party welfare. 

In view of the refusal to count 
Hughes out in the face of his state- 
ments, the question ts raised as to what 
if any effect a statement by President 
Coolidge might have if the President 
followed Hughes’ example and asserted 
that he would not take the nomination 
if tendered. However, the preponder- 
ant opinion is that Hughes’ withdrawal 
is definite and final. 

By stating that he was too old to 
now aspire to the Presidency, Hughes 
has sent cold shivers down the backs 
of other candidates who are older than 
Hughes and yet consider themselves 
quite young enough to try for the 
nomination. The dynamic Senator 
Reed, of Misouri, for example, is an 
older man than Hughes. The latter 
was born April 11, 1862, and is there- 
fore only on the eve of his sixty-sixth 
year. 


Qualifications Well Known. 


The qualifications of Gharles Evans 
Hughes are too well known for ex- 
tended comment. His record as Secre- 
tary of State in the Harding and Cool- 
idge administrations, his service as As- 
sociate Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court and his work as Gov- 
ernor of New York State are known to 
the majority in a general way. He 
was the Republican nominee in 1916, 
receiving 254 electroal votes against 277 
for Woodrow Wilson. 

Since retiring from the Coolidge Cab- 
inet Hughes has built up a lucrative 
law practice which demands all his 
time and energy, excepting when, upon 
occasion, he is drafted into the diplo- 
matic service of the Government as wa 
the case when he went to the recent 
Pan-American Conference at Havana, 
Cube. 

His success at that conference, sup- 
plementing his .success as America’s 
chief delegate at the Washington Arms 
Limitation Conference in 1921-22. 
has stamped him as one of the most 
successful negotiators in modern times. 
The very recent Havana success revived 
the demand in certain quarters that he 
permit himself to be drafted as Repub- 
lican nominee.

‘big fishes get away. Perhaps the Senate does 
not intend to do much fishing with the net 
anyhow, as Mr. Caraway remarked that the 
chief object of the bill was to bring lobbyists 
into the glare of pitiless publicity. 

As the bill however, it 
question whether the President of the United 
States is not a lobbyisé, must register 
such, stating the amount of money he receives, 
and how much he expends in entertaining 
senators and representatives, on pain of fine 
and imprisonment. A lobbyist is defined as 
“one who shalb engage for to attempt to

Lobbying is de- 
fined as ‘any effort to influence the action of 
-Congress upon any matter coming before it, 
‘whether it be by distributing literature, ap 
pearing before committes of Congress, or In- 
terviewing or interview individual 
members of either Representa- 
“tives or the Senate,

' The common courts are given jurisdiction 
over crimes committed by lobbyists, and a 
common jail is the destination of all lobbyists 
who violate the statute; but it is presumable 
that the House will insert a provision setting 
up a special tribunal for the trial of any 
President charged with violation of the lob- 
‘byist law. No ordinary court of justice can 
be expected to weigh and determine the fine 
points involved’such as the question whether 
a White House breakfast attended by mem- 
bers of Congress, at which no mention is made 
of legislation, is or is not an entertainment 
calling for a detailed statement of persons, 
date and amount of expenditure. Learned 
counsel would lay stress upon the subtle ap- 
peal of sausage and buckwheat cakes, which 
could be accused of lobbying on their own 
account, without a word being spoken. In this 
realm of higher law, involving modern prob- 
jéms of psychology and dealing with a statute 
of unparalleled flexibility, in which the court 
is required to read the mind of legislators 
who have attended White House breakfasts 
and of other legislators who have not been 
invited, it is apparent that police court judges 
would be apt to err in spite of their rectitude 
ahd erudition. Obviously a special lobby 
court must be created to deal with presi- 
dential offenders.

The statement hardly sounds as though il 
came from an individual engaged in 
pioneering the commercial development of air- 
craft. Yet its wisdom and prudence are im- 
mediately apparent, There have been too many 
instances of late in which airplanes have been 
sent out on journeys for which they were not 
properly equipped. ‘These were airplanes bear- 
ing individuals who were fully cognizant ot 
the risks involved. Nevertheless each accident 
has occasioned a hue and cry against the in- 
stability of the airplane. 

Commercial passenger carrying 
Those who utilize the airplane in their 
everyday affairs rightfully expect that every 
precaution has been taken. Today it is 
possible to operate airplanes day in and day 
out, in every kind of weather, on schedule 
time. Forced landings must be made at times, 
Fog and storm may cause delay or abandon- 
ment of flights. While commercial passenger 
carrying under proper management today is 
practicable it has not yet reached a point where 
it can be undertaken with the regularity of a 
railway schedule, 

Several recent developments promise to 
speed the day of passenger traffic. The radio 
direction finder and beacon are making it virtu- 
ally impossible for pilots to lose their way, no 
matter what the condition of the weather may 
be. Fog piercing beacons are dispelling what 
always has been a great bugbear. Means are 
being devised to prevent ice formation upon 
airplanes. Before long it will be possible to 
dispatch airplanes in any sort of weather with 
reasonable {assurance that they will reach their 
destination safely. 
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HISTORIAN OF A LOST CITY. 

Known today only through fragments of his 
extensive writings, scattered quotations and 
rather numerous testimonies to his crafts- 
manship, Theopompus, who lived in the fourth 
century B. C., was the historian in all prob- 
ability, who had most to say with respect to the 
lost city Olynthos, which, after all these years, 
has been brought to knowledge through the 
labors \of the Johns Hopkins Greek archeolo- 
gist, Prof. Robinson. The work of excavation 
under his direction has resulted in amazing 
disclosures of the city itself, the inhabitants, 
their occupations and arts, and the nature of 
the city’s public works. Much else of interest 
with respect to this ancient city was doubtless 
fully embodied in the records of Theopompus, 
whose brilliant narrative of the era of Philip 
of Macedon was contained in his principal 
work, Philippica, now almost wholly lost. The 
Story of the destruction of Olynthos by Philip

contemporaneous consumption, 

The accounts of Theopompus have largely 
passed into oblivion, but Prof. Robinson, by 
bridging the centuries, is bringing to light 
many of the facts with respect to Olynthos 
Which afforded the ready writer such splendid 
“copy.” Theopompus was a free lance, who 
neither feared nor favored any of those whose 
portraits were penned by him in connection 
with their public acts. He furnished his fel- 
low Greeks lively reading concerning the do- 
ings of the man whose conquests so strongly 
appealed to his virile imagination. 

The loss of the intimate narrative of the 
great descriptionist is now being made good to 
a considerable extent by the industrious arcn- 
eologist. From the memorials of decay as they 
are being exhumed, the world will be provided 
with authentic'information respecting the city 
that was so ruthlessly tfeated that not much 
more than its name survived. Theopompus

CANADIAN HORSES 

Canada is fast getting a reputation 
throughout the world as a home for 
fine horses, and it is supplying mar- 
kets with all types of animals. With- 
in the last few years, says the Water- 
town Times, there has come a demand 
for a heavier type than the horse 
usually raised on the ranges. This 
heavier type of horse is needed fo! 
agricultural work. The demand for 
the smaller range horse keeps up well 
and Russia has found this type well 
suited for the small Russian farms. 
Two thousand Canadian horses was the 
first order from Russia and they were 
liked so well that the orders were in- 
creased. Over 3,000 were shipped last 
fall and an effort will be made to ship 
10,000 head in 1928. The dispute be- 
tween the British government and the 
Soviet has made no difference in the 
trade relations between Canada and 
Russia. Canadian horse dealers hope 
to convert the Russians over to the 
heavier type which are now being bred 
quite extensively. 

A large number of polo ponies is be- 
ing bred in Canada and the demand 
for them is constantly increasing. The 
principal market is in United States, 
and as polo is growing in popularity 
there is a great demand. Over 100 
ponies for polo were shipped from Al- 
berta slone last year The range ponies 
of Canada are especially adaptable to 
polo. The native range bred stock 
has given ruggedness, agility and sure- 
footedness. Bred with imported stock 
one gets the intelligence that a polo 
pony must have, together with speed 
and finish. 

Japan has invaded the Canadian 
horse market and is buying horses of 
the artillery type. Some persons pre- 
dicted that the automobile would ruin 
the horse market and that horse breed- 
ing would soon become a thing of the 
past. Canada is not finding this so. 
The Dominion is selling all the suit- 
able horses that it can raise and is 
faced with a steady demand. Canada 
has the reputation of producing good 
horse flesh and it is living up to it.

New York, March 4 (A.P.).—A letter 
was received today by police purporting 
to have been written by Dr. Louis Clem.

GIVING SOME CONCERN 


Auto Industry Improves Mod- 
erately—Petroleum Trade 
Quiet—Car Loadings Lag. 


New York, March 4 (A.P.).—Ameri- 
can business appeared to make some 
headway last week, but most observers 
were hesitant about making predictions 
of the future course. The fact that this 
is a presidential year was stressed as 
a reason for business uncertainty, while 
some disappointment was voiced that 
February's showing had not been as 
good as expected. 


Unemployment in various industria) 
centers continued to arouse concern, 
but this was in ph&rt alleviated by hope 
for an early spring and consequent 
expansion of out-of-door activities 
within a short time. Optimism has 
been expressed by some commentators 
regarding the outlook for bullding and 
Structural operations this year, while 
several States have enormous road- 
building programs under way which 
will absorb a percentage of the idle 
labor. 

The steel trade was again the pace- 
setter, but even there irregularities 
made their appearance. Pig iron pro- 
duction was stepped up again, but 
buying appeared to be surrounded by 
an atmosphere of caution. There was 
some stiffening of prices and predic- 
tions of further advances at an early 
date. This tendency toward higher 
prices is regarded as one of the imme- 
diate causes of quieter buying opera- 
tions. 

The motor industry made moderate 
strides, production in February being 
reported well ahead of that of the 
same month last year, although rather

The Public Service Corporation of 
New Jersey is a holding company con- 
trolling electric power and light and 
gas utilities and an extensive system of 
tractions and bus lines. The operating 
subsidiaries with leased properties serve 
about 82 per cent of the people of New 
Jersey. An indicated population of 
about 3,100,000 is reached by one or 
another of the services, and approxi- 
mately 90 per cent off that number by 
all of them. Total municipalities 
served number 260, tncluding 214 which 
receive electric power and light, 190 
supplied with gas, and 188 reached by 
traction and bus lines. 

The funded debt of the Public Serv- 
ice Corporation is $61,348,025, while the 
total consolidated funded debt of the 
corporation and subsidiaries is $264,- 
581,583. Net income of the corporation 
and subsidiaries has steadily grown, in 
1920 being $2,218,408, as compared with

LISTED ISSUES ARE QUIET 


New York, March 4 (A.P.).—Predic- 
tions of an unusually large volume of 
new financing in March were partly 
borne out last week when the $100,000,- 
000 St. Loults-San Francisco 4'% per 
cent bond issue was placed on the mar- 
ket. The offering was the largest made 


in behalf of a railroad since the $230,- 
000,000 Burlington loan of several years 
ago. The bonds, priced at 77, were of- 
fered simultaneously with $49,000,000 
of 6 per cent preferred stock, to which 
common stockholders only may sub- 
scribe.

He has all along been in favor 
cof American recognition of the Soviet 
Government of Russia on the ground 
that such action by the United States 
would help the Russian people and 
eventually break the power of those 
Bolshevik rulers who thrive on opposi- 
tion from without. Borah has always 
contended that the Russian people have 
the right to have whatever form of gov- 
ernment they choose and that it is not 
for the United States to dictate to them 
as to their form of government or to 
punish them by withholding recogni- 
tion, : 


rower in Many Countries. 


In foreign affairs generally Borah is 
a power in Europe, in Latin America 
and in the Far East. His work on be- 
half of strife-torn, struggling China has 
made him loom as an outstanding fig- 
ure, admired and respected by all fac- 
tions. 

The international move to outlaw 
war, which so far has not progressed 
beyond the academic stage, was initiat- 
ed by Borah. Propositions of this kind 
are frequently utilized by European 
statesmen to further diplomatic schemes 
and intrigues and the Borah plan was 
seized upon by Briand of France who 
proposed a treaty between the United 
States and France to outlaw war be- 
tween the two countries. 

But the Borah plan implies a genu- 
ine move by all the powers to actually 
Outlaw war and the Senator from Idaho 
Was not interested in anything but the 
actual carrying out of his program in 
good faith and without strings or dip- 
‘lomatic finesse.. So the Franco-Amert- 
can negotiations came to naught, just 
as Borah, Secretary of State Kellogg and 
others expected. 

Borah devoted 17 years to the prac- 
tice of law until he came to the Sen- 
ate January 15, 1907. He was reelected 
in 1913, in 1918 and again in November, 
1924. He will have the backing of the 
Idaho delegation at Kansas City, He 
was born itn Wayne County, IIL, and is 
62 years old.

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THON ON CURB FAILS 
JO SET DEFINITE TREND 


Weak Spots Offset Few Out- 
Standingly Strong Ones 
During Week. 


SOME SPURTS OF BUYING 


New York, March 4 (A.P.)-——The 
curb market last week failed to estab- 
lish a definite trend. There were a 
few outstanding points of strength 
which were offset, however, by weak 
Spots quite as prominent. Wide fluc- 
tuations in either direction were fairly 
numerous and well scattered through 
various groups. 

The week opened in an atmosphere 
of hesitancy, but an outburst of buy- 
ing in the public utilities, and later tn 
the otl department enlivened things 
after the first day or two. The petro- 
leum shares were particularly strong 
following the rise in gasoline prices. 
Mergers, projected .and rumored, also 
had a bullish influence on stocks of 
this group. Creole was particularly 
active following the announcement of 
consolidation with the Venezuelan sub- 
sidiary of Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey. 

Artificial silk stocks moved widely in 
Opposite directions. Tubize gained 44 
points on the week, but Celanese 
Shares were conspicuously weak. Ford 
Motor of Canada at one time was up 34 
points, but subsequently lost more 
than a half of the gain. Bancitaly 
climbed 16 points, stimulated by the 
Giannini purchase of Bank of America 
control. 

Motor accessorics and rubbers were 
rather quiet. Steels moved upward tin 
the main, but the buying was in 
rather small volume, wide advances 
being due largely to the reduced float- 
ing supply of such stocks. 

Outstanding changes :iIn the bond 
department were upward. Nichols & 
Shepard 6s stood out with a gain of 11 
points.

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BILLY BARTON BACKED BY U.S. IN GRAND NATIONAL ‘ 


Good Chance 


To Score in 
Classic

American Owned and 
Bred Horse Has Yet 
to Win Race. 


Burgoright Is Only 
Other Entry Bred in 
™ United States. 


By JAMES PP. HOWR 
(Associated Press Staff Writer.) 
IVERPOOL. England, N rch 4 (A. 
P.).—If Billy Barton, owned by 
Howard Bruce, of Baltimore, comes 

through victorious in the Grand Na- 
tional steeplechase at Aintree, near 
Rere, March 30, he will be the first 
horse, owned anc bred in America ever 
to win the event. 

Only once in its long history has 
this most grilling test of horsefiesh 
been won by an American-bred horse 
and only twice by American owners. 

The lone winner produced by Amer- 
lca was Rubio, who won in 1908. 
Brought to England as a yearling, he 
was bought by Maj. F. Douglas-Pen- 
mant, and all his steeplechase schooling 
took place in this country. 


The two victories by American 

Owners have been achieved in re- 
cent years, Stephen Sanford’s Ser- 
geant Murphy winning In 1923 and 
A. ©, Schwartz’s Jack Horner in 
1926, 
Billy Barton has been rated as one 
of the most promising entrants since 
he won hands down in his first race 
in England. This was at Newbury, 
with Billy Barton as No. 13 tn a field 
of thirteen, most of them Grand Na- 
tional candidates. The odds on the 
Baitimore horse were 100 to 8, but Billy 
led all the way in the 3-mile race and 
won by 6 lengths. 

Even a sharp reversal of form in the 
Newbury chase at 3 miles more recently, 
im which he failed to show, has not ma- 
terially reduced the prestige of the 
American horse. 


Billy Barton was formerly a flat 
raver, but recently came to the 
fore as a teading steeplechaser in 
the United States, having won 
Seven out of eight starts. 


He will probably be ridden here by 
Albert S. Ober, jr. gentleman jockey of 
Baltimore, who piloted him to success 
in America and who witnessed his won- 
derful performance at Newbury. 

Another American-bred horse among 
the entries is Burgoright, owned by Ben 
Behr, of Lake Forest, Lll.. whose initial 
appearance on an English course was 
marred by a fall on the first turn round

MANY BIG MEASURES 


After Three Months of Labor 
Congress Has Disposed of 
Only 5 Major Bills. 


FLOOD RELIEF STILL 
IN STAGE OF DEBATE 


House Will Consider This 
Week Proposed “‘Lame Duck” 
Amendment—Other Plans. 


(Associated Press.) 

After three months of labor, Congress 
has produced just five measures of ma- 
jor importance—the alien property re- 
turn bill and four annual supply meas- 
ures, carrying a total appropriation of 
approximately $1,750,000,000. 

Two other of the annual supply 
measures are in conference, having 
passed both houses, but four others are 
yet to be passed, with two, the Navy 
and legislative, still to be reported by 
the House appropriations committee. 

Leaders expect to dispose of al! of 
these during the present month, thus 
clearing the way for consideration of 
many of the national problems which 
face Congress. 

One of these, flood relief, may be 
taken up in the Senate this week for 
several days of debate. 

The Senate program is indefinite, 
however, as Muscle Shoals ts the un- 
finished business and will be pressed if 
the sponsor of the Government control 
resolution, Senator Norris, of Nebraska, 
is able to attend the Senate sessions. 
He has been ill for several days. 


“Lame Duck” Consideration, 


The House will have its first respite 
from appropriation bills this week, de- 
voting its attention to the Norris-White 
“lame duck” constitutional amend- 
ment; the resolution to continue the 
life of the Federal Radio Commission, 
and several hundred minor bills on the 
calendar. 

There again will be considerable ac- 
tivity by Senate committees, but there 
will be a considerable let-down in the 
work of the House committees. Farm 
relief in the form of a modified Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill will hold the atten- 
tion of the House agriculture com- 
mittee.
